All this will generally lie admitled in argument: 
end yet the majority of Christians while they 
think it a great sin to neglect prayer, think noth¬ 
ing of treating the whole subject of devotional 
praise with marked indifference and neglect 
That the duty in question devolves upon some 
few individuals of a congregation is readily ad¬ 
mitted. T\*y no doubt ought to sing; and to lake 
pains to learn to sing with decent propriety, or 
with as much taste and skill as they choose: but 
as for others having any part at all to act in the 
matter, the idea seems not lo enter their minds. 
Singing must he supported. Enough persons 
must lie found who will do up the work rather 
decently ; and the rest, of course, may be excused, 
though they sing neither at the household altar or 
in the hours of secret worship. 

The false plea of natural inability has been so 
long insisted upon for the hist fifty years, as to 
lead to something not unlike a verification of ihe 
principle involved. For those who, from any 
pretext whatever neglect to cherish and improve 
their voices will lose them for the time being.— 
But the cases, even with this allowance, are not 
numerous when a person can safely bring the 
plea that he has no talent to improve in this way. 
Or, supposing the multitude had really lost the 
power of cultivation ; their children hr.ve not lost 
it; and shbuld therefore have the higher claims 
te instruction. 

Why then is praise so extensively neglected 
and undervalued? Is it consistent to he always 
asking favora in the constituted way of asking, 
and al the aamo time to lie withholding the con¬ 
stituted methods of thanksgiving anil praise? Is 
there no ftar of ingratitude in this mutter? Ten 
have been cleansed, “ where are the nine ? ” Can 
any one bring the whole offering that is due from 
the ten ? Far lie it from me to encourage prom¬ 
iscuous, uncultivated singing m our public assem¬ 
blies. I mean no such inference, 1 simply wish 
to inquire how it is that ingratitude is n crime 
every where else except in withholding the con¬ 
stituted methods ul praise to our Heavenly Fath¬ 
er?

day look on them ns her true and tried friends, 
and be ready to entrust them with her affairs. 

Do the secretaries and agents of some of our 
benevolent societies still plead, that they shall lose 
their influence,—they shall get no money, if they 
commit themselves against war, slavery, intem¬ 
perance, Ac. Ol what value is that influence or 
that money, to the cause of Christ, which is ob¬ 
tained by connivance at slavery, war, or any sin ? 

Christ and the apostles never sought influence in 
this way. Slavery is a delicate subject; let it 
alone!—is the cry. War is a subject of peculiar 
deijpacy; touch it gently, or let it entirely alone. 

Don’t agitate the question whether h is right for 
me to murder my brother to prevent him from 
murdering me? This let-alone poliey is not 
Christ’s policy. Nor will he bless those secreta¬ 
ries and agents and societies that adopt it It is 
the policy ef Satan’s kingdom, to let sin alone- 
to cover it up. The jiolicy of Christ’s kingdom 
is to expose, denounce, confess, aod forsake all 
sin. Thousands are wondering why our benev¬ 
olent societies do not take an open stand against 
war and slavery.—two sins, which above all oth- 
ers,make the name of a Christian an abomination 
among the heathen. May the Lord direct them 
to take an open stand against these and all other 
sins that now afflict and curse the church.

Worcester South Divi»ion A S. Society 

Tin first anniversary ol tbe Anti-Slavery socie¬ 
ty o! tfie Worcester County South Division, was 
UuiU iu Uxbridge E«b. 1st. Js37, ill Her. Mr. 
uruavciior’s meeting house at 10 o’clock A. M. 
aud was called to order by the president, E. L. 
Capron of Uxbridge. 

Owing to very bad roads and unpleasant weath¬ 
er, but taw of tfie iricnds of tfie cause were pres¬ 
cut from distal it towns, yet the meetings, in the 
afternoon aud evening, were, however, well al- 

A committee to nominate officers, for the eu- 
suiug year, was chosen. The society then ad¬ 
journed to meet at 2 o’clock P. M. The presi¬ 
dent E. L. Capron declined a re-election, ou ac¬ 
count ol other engagements. 

The society met according to adjournment. 
Meeting upeued by prayer by Rev. George Al¬ 
len, of Shrewsbury. 

Rev. C. P Gros, enor,agent of the Am. A. S. S. 
introduced the subject of emancipation, and spoke 
of the labors yet necessary to be performed for 
the accomplishment of the great work, taking 
particular notice of certain interesting fuels in the 
history of the abolition of the slave-trade, by the 
parliament of Great Britain, an'd giving some ac 
count of the doings of Wilberforce, Pitt, Fox, and 
Burke, as they were excited lo action by the no¬ 
ble Clarkson. He read extracts to show that the 
cause of abolition of the slave trade in England, 
and of alavery iu the United States, is oue in ob¬ 
ject, aud in principle, in the spirit of its promo¬ 
ters, and also of its op|maers. He quoted the 
words o! Fox on petitions—“ Tha numerous pe¬ 
titions of the |«ople ought immediately to lie at¬ 
tended to,”—and contrasted the reS|iect with 
which such petitions were received aud treated 
by the British Parliament, with the rude and un¬ 
constitutional treatment which the jielitions ol 
die citizens of republican America have received, 
and are now receiving from their Congress. 

Rev. George Albeu followed* with remarks on 
the duty of acting ujion principle in this Inily 
cause, lie said it was principle which actuated 
our fatlieis iu their struggle for iude|>eii<tence ; 
and illustrated his|.osiiioii, by giving a bricl, hut 
interesting history of Samuel Adams, one of the 
pidneera in that cause. He was the son of a gen¬ 
tleman In mod ra:e circumstances, ami was al- 
lowedan amount of money liarely Sufficienf to 
defray the expenses of his education. This 
money,however was well huslianded and hoarded 
up, hy the young and ardentstudent, whose mind 
was so bent on the subject of liberty, that be pro- 
served his funds lo be employed when he should 
be qualified and able to employ them, in the 
cause of freedom. He foresaw ibe coming strug¬ 
gle and prepared for it, and when lie hud com¬ 
pleted Ins education, he expended it in publish¬ 
ing anolisolcte pamphlet oil the subject of “ Brit¬ 
ish Lilierty.” Air. Allen related the following 
anecdote, which shows that Mr. Adams’ princi¬ 
ples on the subject of human rights carried him 
beyond the limn which many tend asserters of 
their own linerty have prescribed to themselves, 
lo the recognition of tl.is right in every human 
liemg. One day the wife of Air. Adams’ return¬ 
ing home, informed her husband that a friend bud 
mode her a present of a female slave. Mr. Ad¬ 
ams replied, in a derided manner,—* She may 
come, but not as a slave, for a slave cannot live in 
my house; if she comes to live with us, she must 
tome free 1 8lie rnimyind took up her lree abode 
with i lie family of this great champion of liberty ; 
and there she continued free, and there she died 
free. 

The meeting was tin n adjourned to half paw 
six o’clock. The evening meeting was oprurd 
i by prayer by Rev. C. P. Groavenor. Rev. Dav¬ 
id A. Grosvenor offered the following resolution. 

Resolved, That it is tlis duly of the citizens of 
the free states to petition Congress for the abo¬ 
lition of slavery in the District of Columbia ; and 
fun her, if their petitions are treated hy |con- 
gress in in uncoils ituiioiial maimer, to memorial¬ 
ize congress on such treatment. 

The speaker remarked tlmt the duty of peti¬ 
tioning Congress on this subject, turned ti|K>u the 
inquiry, whether it was or not a national question. 
He Imthef obserted, iu offering the resolution, 
llml he should confine hi* present remarks to the 
( subject of petitioning Congress. He was aware 
I that slavery was a sinte of society inconsistent 
1 with the full enjoyment of the rights of a repub¬ 
lican government; and which needed other aux¬ 
iliary influence* to modify and change it. Yet 
Congress, and the nation, through them, as (he 
organ of their influence, had a duly to perform 
on this great subject. The right of |Mitiliou lias 
I teen claimed and denied ; it liecame the duty I 
therefore, of those who presented petitions, to of¬ 
fer some reasons for so doing. If the question 
is a national one, citizens of the free states have 
a duty lo iM-rfhriii on the subject. That it is a 
national question, the speaker offered several rea¬ 
sons to show; of the statements and illustrations 
of which we give a mere alistracL 

1. Because slavery is sanctioned by the action 
of Congress, while the constitution docs not for¬ 
bid it. 

2. Beeau*c special jurisdiction is given to Con¬ 
gress over the District of Columbia.

condemnation of slave-holders was unjust—that 
the system was intrinsically bad enough to justify 
all that is necessary Ibr" its overthrow. The 
times demand great energy and much forbear¬ 
ance, that Hie greatest good might be effected 
with the least possible evil. 

Rev. George Allen seconder! the resolution, and 
sustained With remaiks which we should be gUd 
to preserve, b it we have not room for a full ac¬ 
count of them. He staled, however, what we 
ought particu arly lo consider, that we^dlioultl be 
recreant to our duty, if we relinquish our right of 
petition :—recreant to ourselves:—recreant to our 
poaarky :—recreaut to our fathers, thuse notile 
detenders of liberty:—recreaut to tlte cause ol 
the oppressed recreaul i. the cause of liberty 
throughout tha world. At tins puuil we must 
stand. Let our rulers puss unchecked over this 
right of the citizens, and they have passed beyond 
the sound of the people’s voice, and may ga on in 
their eiiciuacliiueiius upon the rights ol the peo¬ 
ple ft om one step of oppression to another, till 
they shall have iroddeu down every right winch 
is worth preventing-

Foreign Copy Rights.— Mr. Clay presented the 
memorial of British authors, praying fora law to 
secure the copy right of works to British authors 
It was signed by the most distinguished living wri¬ 
ters, anc 'stated that their works wete re-printed 
and treqnently mutilated. He expressed a hope 
that a law would be passed tendering to all authors 
the benefits of a reciprocal copy right. 

.Mr. Preston made a few observations on the ad¬ 
vantages which American authors would receive 
from the passage of a law which would create a fair 
competition, w hile the publishera bad an opposite 
in erest, because they could now obtain these works 
without the expense of copy rights. The works 
of foreigo authors are n. w reprinted in this country 
in a style disgraceful to us, in the present advanced 
slate of the arts. lie had a communication from 
the publishers arraying that body against the prayer 
of this memorial. He was apprehensive that the 
consideration of the subject would lead to a very 
complicated discussion. 

Mr. Clay said he was aware that the publishera 
had an opposite interest, but be had hoped it was 
not of sufficient weight to lead to the rejection of 
the memorial. The wide field of literature would 
still be left open to the publishers, even if these 
living authors were secured ia their rights. 

Mr. Buchanan considered the interests of the 
reading community as far more worthy of consid¬ 
eration than that of the booksellers. Now these 
works are cheaply printed and in the hands of ail. 
The lame of every author worthy of immortality j 
is dearer to him than a money consideration.

Kidnapping White Children. 

A clerk, in the employ of a respecinble 
enntile house iu this city, (New York) sought to 
add to the small salary which be received, by en¬ 
gaging in the business of pandering to the de¬ 
praved appetites of the vicious. For this pur¬ 
pose, lie formed a co-partnership with an irria- 
mous female, oldei Ilian himself, htit thoroughly 
practiced in the arts of deception and inquiry. 
A house was taken and fitted up with furniture, 
lured from some of the establishment* kept for 
that purpose. It wus soon filled with tenants 
hardened in sin, and determined to pursue their 
wretched calling, although their souls were pierc¬ 
ed through with many sorrows, and they were 
conscious that deeper sorrows awaited them as 
they advanced in crime. 

Circumstunees, the principal of which was the 
expectation of a large pecuniary reward, led the 
proprietors of this infamous establishment to fix 
upon the young daughter of a merchant in a 
neighboring city, ns one of the victims of their 
accursed traffic. By soma means she must be 
enticed from her father’s dwelling, and made the 
tenant of their abode of misery mid crime ; anil! 
once in their power, they apprehended they had 
nothing to fear, either from the young lady her- I 
aelf or her parents. They supposed that an utter 
loss of character and conscious degradation would 
effectually prevent her from wishing to return to 
her father’s house, and that a respect for the fam¬ 
ily honor would prevent the exposure of the ini¬ 
quitous transaction. 

Now mark the course that was taken by these 
imps, in alliance with the bottomless pit, to gain 
possession of their victim; to them a stranger, 
except by sight and name. The mistress of the 
establishment, applied for board in the neigblior- 
liood of the young lady’s residence, under the 
pretence if being a widow of fortune, somewhat 
out of healLh and from this circumstance requir¬ 
ing a change of air. Her general appearance 
•corresponded with her pretended character.— 
Soon she managed to gain an introduction to the 1 
family, whose domestic peace it was tier object to 
destroy. After the first introduction, she was 
politely invited to call, and she accepted the invi¬ 
tation. Perfectly skilled in the art of deception, 
she pretended to find much pleasure in the society 
of this family, as ii relieved the loneliness of her 
situation in her absence from her family and 
friends. An intimacy was gradually formed be¬ 
tween them, anil the daughter became the object 
of a special regard on the part of the uew ac¬ 
quaintance. 

The infamous wreteli pretended to regain her 
health by a chnuge of air, and as she made her 
arrangements to return to the city, she invited the 
daughter, to accompany berand spend a few days 
at her residence The imitation was gladly ac¬ 
cepted, the consent of the parents obtained, and 
the daughter left home to return at a given time. 
The time passed and nodaughter came. Another 
day pushed, and the daughter came not. The 
parents were alarmed. A son was despatched to 
ascertain the reasons of his sister’s prolonged ab¬ 
sence, but he could find no widow H_, at the 

place designated as her residence. He inquired 
from door to door, but he. could learn nothing of' 
his absent sister, or of the wretch who had de- 1 
coved her from her home. He returned to his 
parents with his heart full of sadness and alarm.

Death of the Rev. Charles Simeon. 

This distinguished servant of Christ departed 
to his rest on Sunday the 13di of November. He 
was born at Reading. Sept. 24,'1759. On the 4th 
of January, 1783, lie preached his first sermon in 
the Church which he held till bis death, and 
where be was nBide the minister of good *» - 
vast number of members of the university 
others. On Saturday, the 19th of November, bis 
mortal remains were committed to the earth in 
the chapelot King’s College; that noble building 
being filled, from end to end, by about a thousand 
members of the university, and as many of the in¬ 
habitants ol the town. The committee of tbe 
Church Missionary Society, to which institution, 
among others, Mr. Simeon was a liberal friend, 
nut on record the following resolution, “in refer¬ 
ence,” as they remark, “to an event which has 
deprived the Church of Christ on earth of 
who, through his long life, had been eminently 
instrumental in promoting the increase of vital 
religion in that branch of it of which he 
distinguished and honored a minister:— 

Resolved, That the committee receive the in¬ 
telligence of the death of the Rev. Charles Sim- 
Vuh mingled feelings of sorrow and Chris- 
resignation: and would, at the same time, re¬ 
cord their deep gratitude to Almighty God for 
his great goodness, in having prolonged the life 
of that venerable man to so great an age; and for 
having extended and perpetuated his ministerial 
usefulness in the university of Cambridge, and 
throughout the Church of Christ, through evil re¬ 
port and good report, during a period of more

Amlso it will-be in morals and 
religion.—Mind is to meet mind; I bought con¬ 
flict sviib thought, the struggling powers are to 
come into collision with each other, and the truth 
is so elicited as die spark glows trout the collision 
of the flint and steel. And it is to be assumed in 
litis natifiu, that if there is any tiling in science, 
morals, or public sentiment, dial can be proved to 
lie wrong, it ought to be abandoned forthwith : 
if any public cusioin cannot be defended, it is to 
be laid aside ; and inhere be any thing, iri refer¬ 
ence to which it is maintained'that it may not be 
investigated, be it in morals, in habits, or in re¬ 
ligion, it is to be assumed that that must be wrong, 
and that it is known to be wrong. It there is 
any custom which is attempted to be so guarded 
that we may not know all about it—it there he 
any posiiiou in regard to which men grow angry, 
and suffer their passions to kindle into a flattie, 
when we propose to examine it—any thing in 
which there are public outbreaking® and enor¬ 
mities when it is proposed to inquire into its na¬ 
ture or moral character, and anything where 
brute force is resorted to instead of caltn and 
manly argument—it is to be regarded as prima 
focie evidence that it is wrong and inconsistent 
with freedom. 

The most appalling .danger that threatens 
country is the threatened restriction of the right 
of free discussion. We need not fear foreign 
armies; we have measured strength with them, 
and our swords have fought with theirs in deadly 
sirife; and we know thaT our liberties are sale 
Irom any foreign invasion. We need not dread 
their fleets, for we can build a navy like theirs, 
and can, if necessary, meet the mistress of the 
ocean on the “ mountain wave.” But how shall 
we meet this subtle enemy? How, if Austria 
seeks, not by armies, to destroy us, but by a re¬ 
ligion which forbids us to examine all things ? 
How, if one half the nation shall refuse to their 
brethren the right of the fullest inquiry in all that 
pertains to the national morals, character, liberty, 
and welfare ? The pulse of freedom heats lan¬ 
guid when you diminish this right: it sends vig¬ 
orous tides of fife and health only when it is can- 
ceded that every thing may he examined. The 
most ominous feature in these times is, that this 
right has been called in question, and that it has 
been met with so much timidity, and so much 
yielding, and so much compromise, by those who 
should bleed and die rather than lor one moment 
surrender this elementary principle of liberty. 
Be it where it may, and on whatever subject it 
may he presented, we have a right to know wlia' 
is proposed for our belief, and to examine it a 
leisure. And every man should make up hi: 
mind to pour out his life’s blood like water, rath¬ 
er than admit the doctrine that there is any thing 
in our principles of literature, science, morals, 
habits, or political economy, pertaining to the 
public welfare, that may not he made the subject 
of the fullest investigation. We may examine it 
at leisure. We may propose our sentiments 
when and where we please, subject only to the' 
decencies of courteous and civilized life, and the 
restraints of the laws of the land ; we may pro¬ 
claim them from the press, in the pulpit, in the 
legislative hall, and on the house top: nor is 
there to he any selt-constituted tribunal that is to 
ask us why ws do it, or that claims a power to 
1 ” pause : nor any tribunal this side of heav- 
t it to he regarded as having a right to in¬ 
terfere, or to amerce us by fine or imprisonment, 
by loss of life, or limb, or reputation, for the hon¬ 
est expression our sentiments.” 
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Rights of Free Discussion. 

By Rev. Albert Barnes. 

Ours is a land of freedom of thought, of large 
and liberal inquiry in all the subjects connected 
with literature, science, morals, liberty, religion. 
The great principle is to go forth through this 
country, anil is never to be recalled, that there is 
no subject pertaining tq the general welfare that 
mny not he freely and fully canvassed and exam¬ 
ined. 1 know I have not a right to go into my 
neighbor's dwelling, and discuss and examine the 
private matters of his intercourse with his wile 
and children;' but every thing in which he and I 
have a common interest may he the subject of] 
the most free and full investigation. So in the 
affairs of this nation : all our opinions in literamre 
our doctrines in science, in politics, in morals, 
... religion, pertaining to the common welfare 
may he examined, anil must and will he examin¬ 
ed, to secure the healthy action ot the human 
mind in this country. The main purpose of all 
our schemes of education is to be, to teach the 
mind to bear, with fullest power, on nil 
that pertain to the public wellirre. Am 
it he by classical study, or the exuci 
whether by oral instruction or public debate, the 
great principle is to he inculcated until it is 
wrought into the very frame-woik of the mind, 
and until it glows and burns with every living 
light around the path ot all our young men, that 
every thing lyay be fully examined. By any man, 
by any press, in any pulpit, in any legislative hull, 
every primary assembly, in every debating 
ont, before any class of our citizens, ’.his right 
. he held sacretl, anil to he defended by the last 
drop of the heart’s blood. It matters not how 
many martyrs shed their blood in its defense; it 
will he worth all the price, and still be gain, if it 
is settled as tlie elementary principle of this re¬ 
public. 

The right is secured to us by the God that 
ase us, and is in wrought into all the elements 
of freedom and accountable moral ngeticy. God 
has given us the right to examine all things, and 
investigate all opinions in science and morals. 
He invites us to it by the original aspirations h 
mult winch he lias breathed into our souls, an 
which is iiiiexfimgiiishable as the soul itself. He 
invites us.to it in his own word; anil no hook 
written is so much the friend of free and 
ample discussion as the Bible. All his works in¬ 
vite us to it: the heavens gaze upon us at night, 
asking us to turn away from the earth, and in¬ 
vestigate the laws of'motion. The heaving tides 
iuvite us to examine them; the bud, the opening 
leaf, the flower of the forest, the insect, and the 
lion of the desert, the elements around us, ttav, 
he metals, the solid diamonds, ask us to subject 
h to investigation with the utmost freedom, and 

> learn their nature. Our institutions 1 -' 

11 this freedom of investigation. It is 
limed here that all things may he examined and 
discussed. We have no liberty which does - ' 
stip|«08» this, and we know none which does 
admit anil defend it. Herein is our warfare with 
the kings and tyrants of the old world ; herein 
is our contest with those thrones of despoti; 
that have so long tyrannized over roan; here 
is the reason why monarchs tremble in their pal- 
:es and tremble on their seats of powei ; herein 
the contest with protestant religion with the 
papacy ; herein the struggle every where between 
freedom and arbitrary | tower. The thrones of j 
despotism in political life, in retigion, in science, 
have stood firm just so long as the maxim could 
be defended that were some points that were too 
sacred to lie examined. Let it lie maintained 
that there is one principle in science or iu relig- 
doctrine of government or maxim of law 
that may not be examined, one custom that may 
ot be tested by reason and the Bible, or one tnin- 
al that may not be subjected to the crucible or 
blow pipe, and liherty is at an end ; a wedge is 
entered that may be driven, until the entire fab- 
detnolished. This doctrine, that all things 
may he subjected to free discussion, is now the 
only tiling lhat spreads alarm over the despotism 
of the Oriental world, and that now ihreatens to 
subvert ibe thrones of Europe. All literature 
and science, as well as liberty, suppose this. 
From the time of Baron, at least, it lias been the 
maxim of the scientific world that all things may 
lie subjected to investigation. The Novum Or- 
gantim settled this point forever; and until the 
lust copy of the undying work is consigned to 
oblivioD, it is the rich inheritance of all mankind 
against tyranny in science, in go 
ligion. Nature, When subjected to the torture, 
never tends n-tray. When examined by the

• re were also destroyed 163 large folio vol- 
of records; 26 large port folios, containing 
9000 drawing, many beautifully executed, and very 
10,000 original descriptions of inven- 
les cavets and many other decuments. i 
There were also 230 volumes of scientific books. 
The report says the office contained the largest and 
most interesting collection of models in the world. 
No model bad been preserved of Fulton's first 
steamboat, bnt there was deposited in the office a 
volume of drawings executed by bis own hand, 
embracing beside the various parts of his machine¬ 
ry, three beautiful representations of his steamboat 
passing interesting points on the Hudson, with 
sketches of the scenery. There were about 1500 
agricultural models; upward of 2000 in factory 
machinery; and 1000 relating to navigation.
